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The following solid waste management policies were prepared by the Master 
Plan Policy Promotion Section. The purpose of this undertaking was to 
develop a comprehensive set of policies which reflect the waste management 
objectives of the Regional Municipality of Peel. Accordingly, guiding 
principles which reflect the preferred direction of Peel in developing an 
integrated solid waste management system were established, followed by a 
set of policies which provide the means to implement the general principles. 


The project to develop waste management policies was initiated in April, 
1991. The first stage involved the research and documentation of Council and 
Committee Proceedings related to waste management from 1974 to 1992, 
which imply policy or action. Following this a more detailed examination of 
council resolutions and background reports was conducted for the purpose of 
interpreting and extracting applicable waste management policy information. 


The general principles were developed as a result of this research and 
represents a consolidation of Peel’s waste management objectives. Other 
applicable reference materials were consulted as listed in the Reference 
section, such as the Regional Municipality of Peel Act, the Peel Official Plan 
etc., to ensure a comprehensive and -consistent development of principles. 
The general principles do not reflect any specific statements or council 
resolutions, but rather, are a collection of broad statement derived from an 
examination of Peel’s historical and prevailing waste management policies, 
programs, and objectives. They are intended as a set of guidelines that reflect 
the preferred direction of Peel’s solid waste management system. 


The waste management policies reflect more specific approved council 
resolutions and general policies, actions and program initiatives established 
by the Regional Municipality of Peel. They usually refer to specific approved 
council direction implemented or mandated by staff. In some cases, however, 
some of the policies were derived from a more general examination of Peel’s 
waste management programs and objectives. 


An addendum is attached to the document which cites the reference material 
used in the development of each of the policies. 
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Policy Statement 


The Regional Municipality of Peel values its natural resources and recognizes the need 
for the preservation and sustainable development of the environment for future generations. 
Nowhere is this more apparent then in the area of waste management. Peel is committed 
to maintaining and developing an ongoing waste management system which meets the needs 
of citizens and businesses, conserves natural resources and minimizes the impact of solid 
waste disposal on the environment. Through the Regional Waste Management Policies, Peel 
is taking steps to establish an integrated solid waste management system which is 
environmentally sound, socially acceptable, technically efficient and economically viable. 


Waste is recognized as a valuable resource that can be utilized to its full potential and 
consequently, minimize its negative impact on the environment. Programs and policy 
initiatives are aimed at the diversion of waste through reduction, reuse, recycling and 
composting. Peel encourages both citizens and businesses to participate in the 
implementation of waste management policies. The ideal system would accommodate 
present and future needs in the reduction of waste, and ensure the preservation of both 
renewable and non-renewable resources. 


General Principles 


To develop comprehensive waste management policies in the Regional 
Municipality of Peel which reflect the needs of citizens, protect natural 
resources and energy, and minimize the impact of solid waste disposal on the 
environment. To accomplish this the Region of Peel will: 


1. establish a solid waste management system which is 
environmentally sound, socially acceptable, technically efficient 
and economically viable; 

2 establish programs and facilities aimed at diverting and 
minimizing the generation of solid waste material from disposal 
within its jurisdiction; 


a employ the following methods of solid waste management to 
achieve its objectives: 


- reduce the quantity of waste being generated, 
- reuse of materials and items in their original form, 
* recycle material into marketable products, 
. composting organic material, 
- landfill waste requiring disposal and 
- incinerate waste requiring disposal 
4, promote public awareness and understanding of solid waste 


management initiatives and encourage public participation in 
the implementation of programs; 


<2 ensure that new growth within the Region will be controlled 
relative to the availability of assured waste management 
facilities; 

6. strive to locate waste management facilities within its own 


boundaries, without excluding the possibility of siting facilities 
beyond the boundaries when necessary;

control the ingress of waste from outside the region and provide 
facilities for only those wastes which are generated within its 
jurisdictional boundaries; 


provide a system for the management of solid waste to 
accommodate present and future needs and ensure that 
functional and adequate facilities are approved and available

review and monitor the solid waste management system to 
ensure it remains up-to-date, flexible and sustainable.
